Opposition 16 an entirely and vnexpected
form has just developed sgainst the Paddoek
pure fooa biil, It eomes through one of the
oldest and lnrgest aovertising firins in Now
York intho form of a cireular addressed to
nowspapor publishers throughoul tho coun-
tey. It ds represented that the enactmegt of
the proposed pure food lnw will cut off n
the publishers almost nll of tneir patent
mealelne ndvertisemonts. 1t is claimed that
undor this law all patent medicines which 1s
shipped from ono &tate to avother would ba
subjooted ton conseript which would ren-
der thelr manufacture and sale uoprofitable
and theroforo they would not be advertised
through nowspapers, .

Senator Paddock says that there is a great
denl of unnecossary and unfounded appre-
hension ns to the effcets of the pure food
measures upon drugs and medicine. Ho says
that no articlo wouid be subjected Lo analysis
or its snla restrictea unless 1t was shown 1o
the satisfuction of the Department of Agr-
culturs that it was sold under fulse repro-
sentation apd contalnod articles deletérious
to health, There Is a clnuxe in Ltho bill
which provides very daistinetly that the for-
mula ol any medicine or  proparation sholl
not become [il.l.l']llu nr oe l‘ﬂh\'(‘_\’ﬂl] to any per-
son other than the expert chemist in the De.
partient of Agriculture until tbo manulie-
turer bas heen cotivicted of violatlen of the
Inw and the article hus  been coudemued ns
fraudulont and unhealthy.

Hostilo to the Notional Bapking System,

An evidence of the hostility of the present
bouse of represontatives towards the present
system of nationnl bankiog is found iv the
treatment which is betng nccorded a bill re-
ceutly sent over to the houso by the sonute,
T'ho bill is the oue which was originally
passod by the house, providing that the
oflicers of uational banks shell not be per-
mitted 10 borvow money of the institutions n
which they are employed, except upon the
vonsent of the full gwveotory, It is o notori-
ous fact that wlergo per eent of fullures of
uatiopnl banks Is due 1o the fact that the
onsbivrs, tellors, bookkeopers uod clerks bop-
row large sums of money fromthe pank with-
out the knowledge of tho dirretors, aud with-
out giving ool socurity. Thoy ave Iu pos-
session of the machivery of the bank nnd
cover up thelr brregularities tl it is oo late,

Thoe senats !mllﬂl this vers werltorious
measure, but wlded an amendment provid-
Ing that banks may take out clroulation 1o
tho full par value of the ponds duposited
with the treasurer to seoure eirenlution. The
housa committes on banking snd currency
vefuses to coneur ia the amendment, and
the blil will fallof puassage. 10 15 coutendod
thnt thore 18 no longer uny justice ln pefus-
log to issuo circulation to the full par valuo
of bonds deposited, since the bonds are not
only abways at por, but 8 premiom, and
therefore the 10 per cent held back 1o secure
the government against tuctuation ls not
pnocesasary.  Bul there s such astrong pre-
Lualcoannlusl. the banking busibess o the

ouse that the ouly legisintion that could be
gotten through on the subject would be tbal
which was to the very apparest disadvantago
of the system.  ‘T'here 18 not the leasy doubt
10 the minds of some republican members of
the houss cotwmmittes on vtankivg wud cup-
rency that o bill conld be passed in the house
now to abullsh the vationnl banking systein
pnd returs 10 the old stato system, woioh
was 80 ruluous,

NEWS FROM THE SOUTIHL.
Seheme Looking to n Consolidation of Cen=
tral Amerlenn Repubilics,

Wasmxoros, D G, April 24.-—The burean
of American ropiblics ix Informed that a new
uso has peen found for bananns, which will
add to the value of that fruit. In scveral
places in Contral Amerien flour is now belng
made from banauas, which s found to con-
tain more nutriment than rice, beans or corn.
Mnnufactorios on a large sealoe are being es-
tablhished at Port Lima, i

Tho reunion of the five republies of Cen-
tral Amerien Into asingle confederation has
been agaln revived, the republics of Salva-
dor and the congress of that country re-
cently  adopting  without  division  ibe
following rasolution:

Rosolved, That the presiaent of Salvador be
cnipowered to tuke whntever ponceful and
dipromptic steps o miny deeei ndvisable look-
fog toward a rounion of tue Hive Central
Aterlean states; and that the government of
Gintencds, Honduros, Nlearazun amd Costa
Itlen be invited t send each of them five
delegntes to represent them inon diet to neet
inSan =alvadorthe lostof Feptembor next,
with nlenivotontinry powers te determine the
binsls of the preopesed unlon, seleet tho federal
cnpital, ind take sueh other netion as they
may dvem advisablo 1o bring about the ond
gorzhit with the leist possible delay.

The gwovernor ol toe state of i‘amnipuh.
Mexico, writes from the capital nt Cluiad
Victovia, that he s very busily engaged in
collecting for the exposition ut Chicago all
kinds of uatural produets found inthe dif-
forent #ones of that state, which nre very
diversified (o thelr character. A very good
displuy of the various industries of the peo-
ple s nlso being prepared, aud under the di-
rection of the national commission tho bost
example in each vepartment will bo selected
for tho Mexicnn display,
gevernor andall other oftfeials connectod with
tho work i3 exceedingly friendly, and oven
cothusiostic, forthe most exiensive repre-
sentation possible.

‘Ihe bureau of the American republics has
received from Costa itlea oftfelnl information
to tho effeet that the increase of unperts into
that republie durlng tho last twelve months
wns 8o great that tho retdrns from the
coffee crop and other products ol the country
during tho sawe period  was not suflicient 1o
meot the obligntions contracted with the
shippers and merehants who have hnported
articles.  'I'his  unbalnueed  condition of
thines, although momentary, caused o rise in
tho rates of forcien exchauge, und spec-
ulators undertook to wuke advantage of
tha  inercused  value  of the national
silver eoin i the foreign  markets
anda began  to export it.  The Costa
Itiean povernmont, under this eondition
of ghings through o permapent committeo of
congress, which during recesses and lo cases
of urgeney his thoe same pawers as the
whole body, has issued a vecree forsiddine
its exporiation for the peried of six months
of the Ubsts Ricun coin and authoervizing the
exeoulivo 1o shovian - or extend this thne to
one year, as elrenmstances may requive, The
people on their part have agreed to receive
the currency of the country st its faco value
fn nll Jdomestic transactions. Long lists of
names which tho official Gacero has been
publishing for the last two moenths of land
owners and others binding themselves 1o ro-
celve the notes on the Bank of Coesta Rica and
the govornment netes, ssem  to ludicate that
the crisis is over, .

Messrs, Bueeus and Johnston, two Amer-
icans, naveesiablishea very valunbio smolt-
ing works in Cnsapslea, Pery, and are work-
ing two cnormously rich silver mines, liuown
ns the Bontin and Bayo property. Mr.

Why German Workingmen Join the Ranks
of the Bocinlist Democrats.

ANALYTICAL CONSIDERATION OF THE CASE

Sclentiste and Theologlans Discuss [the

ische Sozialar or Christian socinlist cei-
gross, which has been sitting beore, shoutd
not be slighted, for although the attendance
hias been smaller than in pravious years,
some of tho mon who havo takon part are
eminont debaters and have thrown much
needed liglit upon the deop causes of the so-
cialistic movewent in (his country. The
first great moving cause is misery now.

Seld Dr. Stoecker to me: “Can wo ex-
pect workmen to be attached to alandin
which they suffer, in which, to borrow the
words of Charles Lamb, ttueir homes are no
homes. The elitef of all the German work-
fpgman's grievances is the wretchednoess of
bis home life. Thatit Is weetened Is due to
tho faot that, thanks to the dislionost grood
of spoculntora, the price of land in great
cities has been proposterously swolleu, witn
tho usual results of high reunts, cramped
lodgings and geucral discomfort,”

Prof. Wagner's Deductlons,

Herr von Berlepsch, ministor of commeree,
has not missed one of the meelings of the
congress, He has listenod to u good doeal of
nonsc¢hse since it opened, but ho has also
hoara much sense, notobly from Prof. Wag-
ner, ono of the most distinguished German
scientists. In his interesting specclies at the
congress Wagnor lald stress on two polnts:
First, that the program adopted by tho so-
clalist demoerats at Erfurt was a consocra.
tion of the theories of Carl Mart, Next, he
argued that the social guestion was above all
questions of morality and immorality. From
this assumption he deduced the conclusion
that soclalism should be studied whero
necessary—e, g, when it is most strenu-
ously combated by statesmen, by society, by
the bourgeolise and by church intervontion.

The chureh, whother Catholic or PProtest:
ant, has always been regarged with disfavor
in Prussia, 1o quote Stoecker again: “Tho
stute, jealous of the prerognatives of an  aris-
toeracy llke tho bourgeoise, hns cut itself
looso from religion, and sot a bad example to
the people, Whoatever the sclontists nssert
Is swallowed as gospel truth, but what the
gospal says is disrogarded.”

The death of the dowager duchess of
Mecklenburg-Sclhiwerin has thrown a gloom
over the court and interrupted the emperor's
pleasure excursions,

Has Somo Grent I'lans.

"This is not the only mattor worrying tho
kuaiser., Iie is disturbed and snnoyed above
all things by the bhostility with which not
only his opponents but his best friends view
the plans for embellishing tho Weisser-
strassp and construcling an. immense park
“and lake oo .iho site now occupied by the
archiftectural museum and other bulldings
near the sctloss.

I haye reason to believe that the emperor
has set his mind on earrsiug out schomes
which would involve the outlay of thirty or
forty million marks and compel the destruc-

tion of geveral public monuments. He has
had a long conference daily of lute with
Architect Zinner and certain courtiors who,
to ingeatinge themseives, love persunded
bim that it would be easy to raise the funas
neoded by appealing privately to Berlin
bunkers. The Bluechrarders, Mendelssohns,
Cohns, Mrinsenhelms and other financiers
have been sounded on the subject, but
though tempted by the prospect of railway
and other favors, have not responded with
much warmth., The bmporial exehequer is
of vourse not full enough 1o sllow Lhe exceu-
tion of the emperor's pluns unaided,

Politieal Gosskp.

From Poland 1 hear that the relations be-
tween the milltury authorities on both sides
of the frontier are fur from friondly. Hardly
o doy passes without some skirmish or mis-
understanding between the IRussians and
thoir Prussian nelgbbors, [Lussian soldiers
and custom house ofMeinls take pleasure n
aunoying the Germans.
